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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 14-24, drawn to a wet offset printing plate. 
Group II, claim(s) 25, drawn to a process of preparing a wet offset printing plate. 
Group III, claim(s) 26, drawn to a wet offset printing process. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they do not have a 
common special technical feature. 

Although claim 25 refers back to the plate of claim 14 it appears that claim 25 
describes the process of making the plate of claim 14. The examiner is unaware of a 
process of manufacturing a plate by copying the plate to be made. 
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Similarly claim 26 refers back to claim 14. However claim 26 appears to describe 
the process of printing using the plate of claim 14. The examiner is unaware of a 
printing process in which the plate used for printing is generated at the end of the 
process. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

3. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81(c).

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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incompreliensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: clarification of the term "lightened" as recited on pg 
4, line 13 of the Specification needs to be provided. Examiner can interpret "lightened" 
to mean: 

a. To decrease the weight of the plate 

b. To decrease the weight of the ink on the printed material 

c. To print less than the maximum color (i.e. gray scale for black ink) 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
